Mii.iT.vnr Stav Law in Surrii Cariii.in a 
T he order of Gen Sickles is sumtnarizeJ 
by the Ch.irlcston Mercury as follows; 

The summary of the whole is. that there 
shall be Ao imprisonment whatever upon 
civil process except in cases of fraud: that 
debts arising or accruing during the war 
cannot be enforced by e.Kecution upon 
prt>perty, and that pending proceedings in 
such cases are stayed; that the sale of 
property lor debts contracted prior Yo I*e- 
cember 1!'. I'llO. is su.spendcd for twelve 
months: that the sale ol property by fore- 
closure of mortgage is similarly 'Uspended 
unless the interest accruing since May l.">, 
l*i-j. shall not have been paid bef.ire the 
day of sale: and that there is a hom ‘stead 
exemption in the case of families, and 
ol garments and tools in the case of in.li- 
viduals.

All debt-paying throughout the South

People who are in favor of stay-laws 
are very ap’ to forget that there areneeily 
and suffering creditors as well as needy 
andsulTering debtors, and that probably 
their number is not less. There are tens 
of thousands of persons throughou*, the 
South, poor men and poor women, who 
have debts due to them, upon the paymeut 
of which they have relied almost if not 
quite entirely for the necessaries of life. 
And there are tens of thousands of debt- 
ors, of different degrees of wealth, who 
could pay if they would, but who will not 
80 long as they can be protected from pay- 
ing by law. It is true that creditors op- 
press debtors, but it is equally true that 
debtors oppress creditors. The civil laws 
have affTorJed a just protection to both. 
There is no occasion for military laws to 
interfere. Let the government be satisfied 
with refusing to pay its own debts, with- 
out ordaining that the people of a large 
portion of the Union need not pay theirs.
